The dispatch also 
Says that from the mysterious reticence of 
the officers here and the insinuations of 
the prisoner, the old theory that Brant was 
killed by a paid assassin is revived. 

Charles A. Brant was mysteriously mur- 
dered on the night of July 1898, at the 
corner of Twenty-second and Locust 
streets. 

It was the culmination of a long series 
of murders which gave the neighborhood 
the name of “Death Valley.” 

Brant’s murder excited more interest than 
@ny in many years because of his romantic 
connection with the family of Roger Hard- 
ing, a former St. Louisan, who was then 
living at Asbury Park,( N. J. Brant had 
married Harding's beautiful daughter, 
Wellle, at the home of her father, 3059 Page 
avenue, in October, 1896. He had first met 
her at Redondo Beach, C al., where he was 
a@ clerk in a hotel. The union was op- 
posed by her father, hence the wedding at 
the brother's home. The couple returned 
to California to live, but a separation, 
chiefly brought about by her relatives, fol- 
lowed, and she secured a divorce in April, 
1898. Mrs. Brant, or Nellie Harding as 
ehe was known after the divorce, went to 
live with her father in the She was 
delicate in health.

The Beef Trust has been quietly, albeit 
forcefully, at work in St. Louis for a half 
year and nuw no man is free from the 
pressure of its high prices. None escapes 
the Beef Trust's levy, from the patrons of 
cafés where steaks are 60 cents per bite, 
to the workman who carries a ‘‘bit of cold 
meat’’ in his dinner pall. 

Some trusts can be evaded, but the Beef 
Trust cannot, for the combination of firms 
in the trust control not only the dressed 
beef industry of America, but they contro! 
virtually the entire meat output—beef, mut- 
ton, pork and even sausage. Vegetarians 


only escape pay!Ing tribute. 
Within six months prices of ‘meats have 


advanced from 25 to 100 per cent! And this 
is not all. The dictator of figures is still 
at work, making the price tags bigger, and 
from present indications the cost of meat 

w'l] continue to increase until the compe- 
tition of quail and frog legs shall induce 
the Beef Trust to halt a bit. 

The butcher is in a serious position. He 
is between two fires. The housewife or the 
houseman or whoever orders the meat de- 
clares that the prices are out of reason and 
beyond reach and cuts the usual order 
about per cent. About the time the 


butcher screws up his courage to the kick- 
ing point and assails the trust's representa- 
tive with demand to know why beef is 
more valuable now than it was when he 
was a boy, the trust man generally says 
comparisons are odious and adds beef has 
gone up another quarter of a cent. 

In fact so great has been the falling off of 
the trade in parts of towns where wealth 
does not reside that ‘butchers are going out 
of the business in numbers that seem in- 
credible. They simply cannot seil_ their 
ware. The working classes cannot afford to 

ay from 12% cents to 15 cents per pound 
Por round steaks. The very cheapest beef 
to be had is chuck steaks at from 8 cents to 
10 cents, and while a little bit of that brand 
goes a jong way, it is very unsatisfactory. 
The natural result is that persons in poor 
circumstances have been compelled to al- 
most eliminate meat from their bills of fare 
and this closes up the butchér shops. 

The number of butcher shops, where meat 
alone is sold are small in eed, compared 
with the number in business before the 
days of the trust. Except in aristocratic 
sections enough meat cannot ‘be sold to 
make a profitable business, The accompany- 
ing comparative figures show the increase 
in prices.

ON DYNAMITE CONCESSIONS. 


This Is the Outcome of the Trouble in 
South Africa Over the Status of 
the Uitlanders, or For- 
eign Residents. 


LONDON, July %.—Reports regarding the 
resignation of President Paul Krueger of 
the South African Republic are conflicting, 
but according to the best information he 
retually resigned oftice conditionally. 
The Volksraad, wi ile maintaining its oppo- 
sition to President Kruger on the dynamite 
concessions, has given its assurance that 
it still has the utmost confidence in Presi- 
dent Kruger and it is believed that he has 
withdrawn bis resignation. 

As to the difference of opinion on the 
question of the dynamite concession, Gen. 
P. J. Joubert, Vice-President of the Repub- 
lic, and the majority of the VolkKsraad fa- 
vor cancellation of the monopoly, while 


President Kruge- supports it. The mi- 
nority of the Volksraad desires to buy out 


the compaliy. 


CAPE TOWN, July 25.—Advices have been 

eceived here confirming the report that

The present trouble between England and 
the Transvaal Republic grows out of the 
action of the latter in granting a monopoly 
of the dynamite trade to a company.

was to be represented by a diplomatic 
agent. The teaty of peace signed in 1881, 
between Great Britain and the Transvaal, 
following the war, caused by the annexa- 
tion of the latter ‘by the former, provided 
that self-government should be _ restored 
to the Transvaal! so far as internal affairs 
were concerned, the control and manage- 
ment of external affairs being reserved to 
Great Britain as suzerain. This treaty also 
provided for the appointment of a British 
resident at Pretoria. 

The British claim to suzerainty over the 

Svaal is very irritating to the members 
of the Boer Republic, who lay claim to inde- 
ects On the other ham it cannot be 

enieéd that the Uithanders, who constitute 
the majority of the inhabitants of the 

svaal and who pay most of the taxes, 
shovid have better treatment than they 
receive from the Boer government.

THB HAGUE, July %.—The Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent is enabled at the close 
of the Peace Conference to send the fol- 
lowing message from Ambassador White. 
the president of the American delegation, 
to the people of the United States: 

“I consider that the results of the con- 
ference are better than many dared to hope 
for at the beginning. 

“The arbitration plan is not only good 

in itself, but it lays the foundation for fur- 
ther results in the cause of peace, which it 
will be the duty of future conferences to 
develop. 
“I belleve the limitation of armaments 
will come later, but in the nature of things 
it is necessary that the principle of arbitra- 
tion shouid be accepted first. 

“It marks the first stage of abolition of 
the scourge of war.’’ 


CONFERENCE AGREEMENTS. 


Chief Results of the Convention for 
General Peace. 

THE HAGUDB, July @%.—The general act 
embodying the results of the International 
Peace Conference, after enumerating the 
names and qualifications of all the dele- 
gates, says: 

‘‘In a series of meetings in which the 
above delegates participated, inspired 
throughout by the desire to realize in the 
highest*® possible measure the generous 
views of its august initiator, the confer- 


respective governments the series of con- 
ventions and declarations appended: 
“Convention for the pacific settlement of 
international disputes. 
“Convention concerning 
customs of war on land. 
“Convention for the adoption of laws 
against the use of asphyxiating or dele- 
teroius gases from balloon projectiies, 
and for the prohibition of the use of bul- 
lets that expand in the human body.” 
The general act contains five expressions 
of opinion ag follows: 

‘The conference considers that limitations 
of the military charges, which at present 
oppress the world, are greatly to be de- 
sired for the increase of the material and 
moral welfare of mankind. 

“The conference expresses the opinion 
that the question of the rights and duties 
of neutrals should be inscribed on the pro- 
gramrg@: of a conference to be held at an 
early date. 

“The conference expresses the opinion 
that questions relative to the type and cali- 
ber of rifles and naval artillery as examined 
by it should be the subject of study by the 
different governments, with a view to ar- 
rvei at a uniform solution by a future con- 
ference. 

‘The conference expresses the wish that 
an early convention be called to revise the 
Geneva Convention. 

“The conference has resolved that ques- 
tions relating to the inviolability of private 
property in war on land and the bombard- 
ment of towns or villages in naval war be 
reserved for future conferences.”’ 

The delegates re-examined the text of the 
final act in order to decide how reservations 
are to be made. It was decided that not 
only the three conventions, but the three 
declarations, must be separately signed, the 
formula accompanying which will be de- 
cided upon to-morrow. 

The American delegates asked that the 
word “duty,” in article 2, be fully defined, 
so that the word may in no case imply any 
obligation on the part of the United States 
{o interfere in European affairs, and vice 
versa. 

The discussion among the French dele- 
gates, who framed the articlh and the 
Americans lasted several hours. Efforts are 
now being made to find a suitable word to 
substitute for ‘‘duty’’ which will meet the 
wishes of the American delegates without 
weakening the purport of the artcile. 

It is understoo!l that the United States 
Will not be bound by the decision of the con- 
ference to prohibit the use of the dum-dum 
bullet in warfare. There can be no question 
of the rieht of ovr delegates to refuse to 
prohibit the dum-dum bullet; for under the 
articles convening The Hague conference a 
nation’s adhesion to the protocols and con- 
ventions is voluntary. Such of the nations 
represented at the conference as May agree 
to this prohibition of the dum-dum bullet 
will be bound by it, but only as between 
struggies or wars tn which the two parties 
are signers of the convention.

In 
order to make a diplomatic case the Cana- 
dians have raised all the questions that the 
issue affords. Divested of these the case is 
simply that, discovering the value of 
Alaska, Great Britain, at a period when its 
policy was aggressive, encouraged Canada 
to make claim to a portion of Alaska held 
by the United States, 

Rival Canadian politiclans have made the 
promise of recovery of this territory a step- 
ping stone to popular favor, and, as at 
present, the party which is out of power 
has always taunted the party in power with 
ts failure to make its promise good. At the 
time Great Britain encouraged Canada to 
make this claim the mother country's feel- 
ings toward the United States was not am- 
iable. Now Great Britain is seeking friend- 
ship and favor at Washington. Thus Can- 
ada finds its claim on Alaska but feebly 
supported by Great Britain. That claim fs 
preposterous at best. Sir Wilfrid Laurter’s 
declaration of possible means of settlement 
amounts to a surrender, It is easy for him 
to bite his thumb at Uncle Sam, because 
the responsibility for action rests with Great 
Britain, and he knows that ne‘ther tne 
mother country nor the United States 
wants war over the Alaskan boundary 
question, 

To Americans there seems to be no merit 
in Canada’s contention as to where the 
boundary line,should run. It is put forth 
with vigor bedhuse the Canadians are very 
eager to have an outlet to tidewater, from 
which they are excluded by the boundary 
line as now recognized.

rangements for his reception, The Admiral 
replied by mail as follows: 

Dear Mr. Van Wyck: I have the honor to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of your letter of June 30, 
tendering on behalf of the City of New York a 
publie reception on my arrival, to include the hos- 
pitalities and courtesies of the city.

“I expect to remain in Trieste about a 
week longer and shall then proceed, prob- 
ably, to Naples.

The last port touched 
in Europe will be Gibraltar, where we will 
only take on coal and stores. We are ex- 
pected in New Yerk by Octcber 1.

Claim Made That a Clique Forced the 
Administration te Turn Over 
Valuable Patronage. 


In entering into negotiations with five 
members of the “big 17’ House of Delegates 
conrbine? with a view of heading them off 
from their obstruction to the passage of 
the appropriation, the Mayor, so his ene- 
mies claim, stepped into a neat little trap, 
from which his friends are now trying to 
extricate him. Mr. Ziegenhein’s sipporters 
declare he has not been trapped, but is 
playing some very fine politics. 

The fact is that the five—Charles A. 
Gutke, John K. Murrell and Louis Decker, 
Republicans, and George F. Robertson and 
Charles A. Kelly, Lemocrats—weakened in 
the opposition to the appropriation bill be- 
cause they feared the effect upon the public 
of the stoppage of the machinery of the 
city government, abandoned the attempt to 
force the administration's consent to the 
increased police approp:iaiion and laid plang 
to work a clever game on the Mayor. 

If the Mayor had been astute, it is the 
opinion of most of his friends and all of 
his opponents that he could have forced 
the House of Delegates to pass the appro- 
priation bill without making any conces- 
sions. 

However, the deal is not yet closed and 
the Mayor may see his mistake and retreat 
before it is too late, 

The cause of the desertion 
was the fear that when the present funds 
run out and the public feels the effect of 
the stoppage of municipal business, the pro- 
test would be directed against the members 
of the House. It ts said the police depart- 
ment officials were made to see that this 
would be the result, and were induced to 
release the five from their pledges to stand 
by the police appropriation. The five imme- 
diateiy entered into negotiations with the 
Mayor. 

The conference was held in the Mayor's 
private office Monday afternoon. Precau- 
tions were taken to keep it a secret. They 
gave the Mayor to understand that they 
represented the 17 of the opposition, and 
that their demands were many. They 
wanted patronage, as many as ten men 
aplece. This the Mayor readily agreed to. 
They demanded that John Owen, Chris 
Schawacker and Norman Florseheim be 
fired. The Mayor balked on this and it was 
passsed over to tbe the subject of another 
conference. Murre!l demanded the discharge 
of a certain inspector who has been fighting 
him in this ward. To this the Mayor as- 
sented. Altogether the five got about what 
they were pleased to demand. 

They told the Mayor that 
nothing for the prosecution in the Vogel 
unseating case, but held it against him, 
helleving he had inspired the prosecution. 
The Mayor denied this, but intimated that 
the prosecution woukd cease. 

The meeting broke up without a definite 
agreement having been reached. 

The five were jubilant over the success of 
their bluff. They consider that, considering 
that they would have to surrender anyhow, 
they are remarkably fortunate to be able 
to wrest patronage from the enemy before 
they capitulate. 

By the terms of the proposed agreement, 
of course, the Democratic delegates are to 
be allowed the same patronage as the Re- 
publican members. One factor in bringing 
about the surrender of the opposition to the 
passage of the appropriation bill is sup- 
posed to be the protest of the members of 
the Police Department. who saw a lapse in 
pay staring them in the face, if the ap- 
propriation bill was not passed before 
Aug. |. 

On the other hand the Mayor's friends 
say he has not been fooled. They say 
he knows the opposition is ready to quit 
as well as they do. 

“The Mayor may have t 
these fellows,” said a lieutenant, “but I'll 
bet he has made no promises. He knows 
they are whipped and that they are running 
to cover, and he won’t give them any 
promises, I know persenaliy that they have 
sent three emissaries to him proposing if 
he will call off the Vogel prosecution they 
will let the appropriation bill go through. 
He has always sent back word that he has 
nothing fo do with the Vogel case.”’ 

When the appropriation bill is passed, the 
next move of the administration will be to 
reorganize the House.

We have steadily grown, until to-day we 
number 26,450 chapters, with a membership 
of more than 1,730,000 in our own Methodist 
Church alone.

A resoilu- 
tion permitting such an organization where 
it seems necessary to the pastor and the 
official board is the least that can be rec- 
ommended.

A special Junior 
League secretary has also been proposed, 

5. The continued demand of our mission- 
ary workers for a special department de- 
voted to missions is again called 
attention. The number advocating 
measure has not apparently increased, 
the persistence of those who favor it 
works of success. 

6. Some recommendation ought, it seems 
to me, to be made to secure the authoriza- 
tion of a merey and help coliection on the 
part of the Epworth League to be applied 
to the hospital and deaconess work. Collec- 
tions of many sorts, some of them’ abso- 
jutely unjustifiable, continue in spite of the 
provisions of the general Wpworth League's 
constitution. Some such general permis- 
sion as is suggested would be a better pre- 
ventative against irresponsible appeals than 
a mere prohibition of collections, 

7. Bome special arrangements should be 
made to increase the circulation of the 
Epworth League reading course. It has 
already been proposed to the publishing 
agents that a commission be fixed for those 
who will engage personally in its sale.

|of State has received official confirmation 
of the report that Siberia will no longer be 
a penal colony. The Emperor has issued 
the following order: 

“ EE 
Ministry of Justice and representatives of 
the neapeotivy e artments under the auspi- 
ces of the inisters of Justice shall be 
formed. 

‘2. The commission is to work out the fol- 
lowing: 

‘l, To replace transportation of criminals 
by punishment by courts. 

‘2. To abolish or limit administrative 
transportation by peasant boards, 

‘3. To reorganize penal servitude and the 
deportation which follows. 

‘4. To better the condition of the con- 
victs now in Siberia. 

‘dS. To improve prisons where criminals 
are sontnal awaiting transportation and 
deportation. 

“6. To establish compulsory public labor 
and workhouses as penal measures.”’

Clarke. 

Dr, Ridpath will also read “My Creed,” 
the last poem written by Col Ingersoll. He 
| will afterward make a brief address, Maj. 
C. J. Smith of Dobbs Ferry, a warm friend 
of the great orator and lecturer, will read 
other selections from Ingersoll’s writings. 

The body will be cremated, and the ashes 
deposited in an urn which is to be sur- 
mounted with the bust of Col. Ingersoll, 
to be made from the death mask taken by 
John Gray Bernard, the New York sculptor, 

The funeral will be private, and it is 
expected that only those who were personal 


friends of long standing will attend, in| 


addition to representatives of societies that 
belleved as did the late Col: Ingersoll. 

The last lecture delivered by Col. Inger- 
soll was his address before the American 
Free Religion Association at Boston, June 
2. His subject was “What Is Religion?” 
It closed with an epitome of his answer, 
on the positive side, to the question. It 
runs thus: “To rouse yourself to do all 
needful things; to reach with thoughts and 
deed the ideal in your brain; to g.ve your 
fancies wing, that they, like chemist bees, 
may find art’s nectar in the weeds of com- 
mon things; to look with trained and steady 
eyes for facts; to find the subtle threads 
that join the distant with the new; to in- 
crease knowledge; to take burdens from the 
weak; to develop the brain; to defend the 
| right; to make a palace for the soul. This 
is real religion. This is real worship.’’ 

Ingersoll’s love of children was one of 
| his marked traits. In his remarkable essay 
on ‘‘Life’’ Mr. Ingersoll paid this tribute to 
the baby: 

‘Born of love and hope, of ectasy and 
pain, of agony and fear, of tears and joy— 
dowered with the wealth of two united 
hearts—held in happy arms, with lips upon 
life’s drifted font, blue-veined and fair, 
where perfect peace finds perfect form— 
rocked by willing feet and wooed to 
shadowy shores of sleep by siren mother 
singing soft and low—looking with wonder’s 
wide and startled eyes at common things of 
life and day—taught by want and wish and 
contact with the things that touch the 
dimpled flesh of babes—lured by light and 
flame and charmed by color’s wondrous 
robes—learning the use of hands and feet 
and by the love of mimicry beguiled to utter 
speech—releasing prisoned thoughts from 
crabbed and curious marks on soiled 
tattered leaves—puzzling the brain with 
crooked numbers and their changing, 
tangled worth—and so through years of 
alternating day and night, until the captive 
grows familiar with the chains and walls 
and limitations of life.”’

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OUR PACKED PAYROLLS. 


The list of municipal employes submitted to the Municipal 
Assembly by City Auditor Mason fills a book of 252 pages. 
The number of employes approximates 4500. 

In the Street Department alone there are 800 employes, 
more inen than the Police Department is permitted to employ 
for the guardianship of the entire city. There are inspectors 
galore. Twenty-three inspectors, besides a superintendent 
and a cierk,.are paid to see that the streets are sprinkled, 
but not a trace of evidence of their work can be discovered. 
There are 44 excavation inspectors and a superintendent 
doing nothing discoverable except political work. Then there 
are repair work inspectors, street railroad inspectors, street 
cleaning inspectors, street sweeping inspectors, sidewalk in- 
spectors, ete. Ingenuity has been exhausted to create places 
and spoils greed strained to the limit in multiplying them for 
spoils purposes. Payrolls are padded and relatives and 
friends of department chiefs to the farthest degrees are pro- 
vided for. 

Thes® are the “growing needs” of the city which Comp- 
troller Sturgeon urges as a bar to an appropriation which 
will meet the needs of the Folice Department. There was no 
protest when the infamous Wittenberg bill, vastly increasing 
the spoils places in the Street Department, was passed. There 
has been no protest against the continual packing of the 
payrolis. In order that the spoils grabs may be consum- 
mated public improvements are abandoned and the city is de- 
nied tl:e protection of an adequate police force. 

The Post-Dispatch has shown how the police may be util- 
ized for inspection. Four-fifths of the inspectors could be 
dispensed with. If the municipal government were economi- 
cally administered the police force could be increased to a 
sufficient number and there would be enough money for all 
necessary improvements. 

In order to hold the Police Board to strict accountability 
for poiice protection the force should be adequate for the 
work. A little honesty and efficiency applied to municipal 
business would meet the needs of St. Louis without increas- 
ing the burdens of taxation.

OTLOLOTH ON WALLS.—Table oilcloth 
(price 10 to 16 cents a yard) may be applied 
to walls and ceilings as readily as wall 
paper ‘by means of linoleum cement. Or 
Oil-cloth may be hung as wall paper by first 
sizing the walls with glue, then adding a 
little glue to the ordinary paper paste. 


STHWED CUCUMBERS.—When properly 
prepared stewed cucumbers are as delicate 
and delicious as cream cauliflower. They 
should be peeled and cut into quarters be- 
fore they are arranged carefully in the bot- 
tom of a baking pan. Pour over enough 
boiling water to cover them, add a tea- 
spoonful of salt and stew gently for 20 min- 
utes. When tender they are removed from 
the fire, drained and served on a platter 
toast, with a rich butter sauce 
poured around them,

PRESERVED GINGER (Pears).—Eight 
pounds of pears, eight pounds of sugar, 
one-fourth pound of ginger-root, juice and 
yellow rind of four lemons and one cupful 
of water. Use hard green pears sliced from 
top to bottom to represent ginger. Peel 
jemons very thin and cut the rinds into 
Strips. Squeeze the juice of the lemons over 
pears and rind, add sugar, ginger-root and 
water, and boil al! together until clear, 
which will be in about two hours. 


CUCUMBER FRITTERS.—Two large cu- 
eumbers, three eggs, one level tea- 
spoonful of salt; one-half saltspoonful 
of pepper, flour. Grate the cu- 
cumbers, add the beaten yolks of the eggs, 
the seasoning, flour and lastly the whites 
of the eggs beaten to a stiff froth. The 
amount of flour depends upon the juiceness 
of the cucumbers. There must be enough 
to make a stiff batter of the mixture. 
Saute in drippings or any kind of sweet, 
hot fat. 


RELIABLE MUFFINS.—One and  one- 
half pints of flour, one pint of milk, three 
eggs, one tablespoonful of melted butter, 
one level teaspoonful of salt and two tea- 


spoonfuls of baking-powder. Beat the 
yolks and butter together, add the milk, 
then the flour in which the baking-powder 
and salt have been thoroughly mixed by 
sifting two or three times, and lastly add 
the well-beaten whites of two eggs. ke 
in muffin-rings or gem-pans in a rather 
quick oven. 


DEVIL’S CAKE.—Cream together! one 
half cupful of butter, one cupful of brown 
Sugar and the yolks of two eggs. hen 
light add one half cupful of grated choco- 
late melted in two tablespoonfuls of. hot 
water, and beat more. Now add two-thirds 
of @ cupful of sweet milk in which, one 
level tablespoonfuls of soda has been’ dis- 
solved, and two cupfuls of flour in which 
one teaspoonful (rather heaping) of bak- 
ing-powder has been well mixed. Lastly 
add one teaspoonful of vanilla and the 
well-beaten whites of the eggs. Bake in 
thick layers, putling together with soft 
icing.

PEACH COBBLER.—Line a granite |drip- 
ping pan or other baking pan with ai rich 
crust—a crust too rich for biscuit and not 
rich enough for pies; pare and quarter some 
firm, juicy peaches and stand them on end 
in the paste-lined pan, crowding |them 
closely together, and making a second jlayer 
if the pan be deep. ‘To the paringg add 
water and botl for ten minutes; strain, 
add sugar and boil again to the consistency 
ofathin syrup. Pour this syrup over the 
fruit, dot with butter and bake. Send to 
the table as baked, pinning a folded nap- 
kin around the sides of the pan. Serve 
with rich cream.

American Humorist Tells Englishmen 
About Practical and Theoretical

From His Speech at the New Vagabonds’

“Tt has always been difficult—leave that 
word difficult—not exceedingly difficult, but 
just difficult, nothing more than that, not 
the slightest shade to add to that—just dilf- 
ficult to respond properly,'‘in the right 
phraseology, when compliments are paid to 
me; but it is more than difficult when the 
compliments are paid to a better than I— 
my wife.

LUCKY BALDWIN’S COLORS. 


They Will Soon Be Seen Again on 
Eastern Race Courses. 


SAN FRAINCISCO, July 25.—For 24 con- 
secutive years, until 1898, the black, red 
and Maltese cross of ‘‘Lucky"’ Baldwin was 
seen at the Saratoga meeting. During these 
many years dozens of California honses 
scored winning brackets, and the Santa 
Anita stall enjoyed a reputation second to 
none. Early in 1898 Baldwin became qiis- 
gusted with his turf ventures and vowed 
that he would never race another horse | he 
other side of the Rockies. He has now 
changed his mind and yesterday announced 
that the Santa Anita stable would be repre- 
sented in the astern tracks in 1900 with a 
bigger string than ever before. 

The master of Santa Anita has also de- 
cided that he will not have any more auc- 
tion sales, but will train and race every 
horse bred at his famous farm in Los An- 
geles County. At present there are 16 
horses in training at Santa Anita, while 
olds, principally by Emperor of Norfolk 
and the Prince’ Charlie stallion, Amigo. 
Connoisseurs, who have examined these 
youngsters, pronounce the Emperor of Nor- 
folk—Miss Ford colt to be one of the grand- 
est appearing individuals ever raised at the 
ranch, 

The Santa Anita stable has not held its 
own the past three or four years, but Bald- 
win intends to be in the swim once again 
next year. He cannot forget the brilHant 
victories achieved by Emperor of Norfolk, 
Los Angeles, Rey el Santa Anita, Lucky 
B., Volante, Santa Ana, Gano, Sinaloa, 
Mollie McCarthy and many other turf stars 
that first saw the light of day at Santa 
Anita. 

“I should say that Rey del Carredes was 
the fastest horse ever bred at Santa An- 
ita,”’ said Baldwin, in answer to a direct 
question. “Sinaloa was the greatest race 
mare, as a glance at her record in a mile 
and a quarter race on the day Salvator es- 
tablished the world’s record for one mile 
at 1:53 over a straightaway cdurse, will 
show, but I think Rey del Carredes was the 
that ever stood up-on iron.
